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Rule making related to area education agency accreditation standards

The State Board of Education hereby amends Chapter 72, “Accreditation of Area Education
Agencies,” lowa Administrative Code.

72.4(11) The AEA shall provide support for school district libraries in accordance with Iowa Code
section 273.2(4).

72.4(12) The AEA shall provide support for early childhood service coordination for families and
children to meet health, safety, and learning needs, including service coordination under 281—Chapter
120.
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
